REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Upon further consideration after the Final Rejection of 20 April 2009, claims 1 1-26 
drawn to a process comprising the step of supplying a liquid fuel comprising Fischer-Tropsch 
derived fuel to a condensing boiler has not been found to be anticipated or obvious over the prior 
art references of record. While Jahier et al (EP 0 789 203 Al) discloses a gas condensing boiler 
that uses natural gas, and Berlowitz et al (5,689,031) and Wittenbrink et al (6,296,757) disclose 
liquid fuels comprising Fischer-Tropsch derived fuels, the combination is not seen to be obvious. 
The prior art references of record do not teach or suggest supplying a condensing boiler which 
uses natural gas with a liquid fuel comprising a Fischer-Tropsch derived fuel.
